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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that since the Taylor reference 
now relied upon was not originally applied against the instant invention the rejection made in view of said reference should be withdrawn 
as the relevant wording in both independent claims was included in the independent claims as originally filed. Examiner has gained a 
clearer understanding of the invention through the prosecution of this application, in particular the interview with Applicant and his 
representative and as such is now able to not only apply prior art that reads on the instant invention, but also art that more closely 
resembles Applicant's actual invention. The more thorough explaination of the structural limitations of the instant invention have only been 
set forth in the most recent amendment dated 6/23/2006, at which time the Taylor reference was applied. Applicant argues that all of the 
fibers in the flock of Taylor, including the fibers in the elevated areas, are bonded to an adhesive layer. Examiner takes the position that 
fibers in the elevated areas adjacent to the depressed areas may have fibers with bases in adhesive and their tips pushed into the 
adhesive layer in the transition areas betweent the elevated and depressed regions. This would leave the midsection of the fiber's body 
unbonded to the adhesive layer and representing the fibrous outer layer in the elevated areas substantially unbonded by the adhesive 
layer. Applicant argues that Gillette does not mention adhesive. Examiner has relied upon Taylor for the adhesive layer teaching. In 
addition, Gillette teaches that the outer fibrous layer, that contains loops, may be attached to the backing layer using a layer of adhesive 
[0024]. The Terminal Disclaimer with parent application 10/307,186 has been accepted. Therefore, the previously applied provisional 
double-patenting rejection in view of application 10/307,186 has been withdrawn . 
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
